Radium as a’ Remedy,

A cablegram to the New York Amer-
fcan under date of London, July 18,
rays:

The scientific sensation of the week
has been the announcement that a
tenth part of a grain of radium in a
glass tube the size of a toothpick,
when introduced into a cancer will
ki1l the cancer in four exposures of an
Lhour each., A similar infinite small
grain of radium will, it is declared, il-
I''minate a room for a century and an
ounce of radium would equal al' the
horge power in the world. TLke hunt
fur radium promises to be the twen-
tieth century equivalent for the search
of the philosopher’s stone,

Dr. Mackenzie Davidson, the noted
surgeon of Charing Cross hospital, an-
nounced that he had successfully cured
a case of superficial cancer by means
of radium. Dr. Davidson isg treating
two other cases and promises success
in each one. Dr. Davidson sald that
radinum proved successful and effective
with superficial cancer, but cannot say
that it wili cure internal cancers, as
he has not experimented with them
yet and does not want to raise false
bopes.

The case Dr. Davidson cured was
rodent cancer of the nose, after un-
gaccessful treatment by X-rays. The
cuncer was exposed to radium, four
exposures of an hour each, given at
intervals of a few days. In three
